1. A preparation containing Hepatocyte growth factor (HGF) as an active 
ingredient, and allowing an effective amount of said factor to be transported to, 
distributed in, and act on local tissues of a region to which it is administered 
and tissues around the region, while it reduces transportation, distribution and 
effect of the factor to the blood and other organs of the body except the region to 
which it is administered. 

2. The preparation according to claim 1 for use in treating and 
1 0 preventing ischemic and arterial diseases.
